Meat Important 
In Child's Diet

Mothers everywhere ask the 
question, "When should. I begin 
giving my child meat?" Accord- 
Ing to Inez S. Willson, home eco­ 
nomist, most authorities on 
child feeding agree that tho 
child should have servings of 
tender meat as soon as he Is

able to chew, and even earlier 
crisp bacon nnd scraped beef 
may be given. .

Meat deserves a . prominent 
place in the child's diet for the 
same good reasons that It Is 
Included In the balanced diet 
for adults. It Is one of the 
very best sources of protein, 
(ho body building material, and, 
In addition, It furnishes min­ 
erals which children must have

If .their bodies are to grow 
strong and healthful. In fact, 
It Is especially Important that 
the diet of children' Includes 
generous amounts of protein 
and energy foods because they 
arc growing and must be sup­ 
plied not only with energy but 
alsb building material.

Monts for young children 
should be prepared simply. 
Broiled steaks and chops and

roasts.-arc well-suited to the 
child's meal. Also, stews arc 
good, because of tho combina­ 
tion of vegetables which arc 
more acceptable because of the 
meat flavor. Liver Is given a 
prominent place In all child 
feeding because It IB an excep­ 
tionally rich source of iron and 
copper, two minerals so fre­ 
quently lacking In the child's 
diet.
